SELLS OUT HIS INTERESTS. 


Announcement Expected to Help 
Chicago Situation, Accord- 
ing to Promoters of 
Company Here, 


has abandoned the field of grand opera. 

Through Samuel Untermyer, his counsel, 
and his son Arthur, he announced tonight 
that he had capitulated to the exactions of 
ithe artistic temperament, which, aided and 
flattered by competition, now demanded sal- 
aries which if paid meant bankruptcy, and if 
refused meant no performances, 

Both hie own and the Metropolitan Opera 
company faced deficits, he said, for the sea- 
son just closed. Therefore he had concluded 
that the public here and elsewhere would be 
better served by one company in the fleld, 
and as the Metropolitan had through its 
stockholders what amounts to a subsidy, he 
left it to fulfill the public need. 


Opera House in Other Hands, 

E. ¥F. Stotes bury, the banker and horse- 
man, will take over the Philadelphia opera 
house, by the terms of an agreement ratified 
last night by Mr. Untermyer and BD. B. Root, 
for Hammerstein, Mr. Stotesbury, and Paul 
D. Cravath for the Metropolitan opera com- 
pany. 

Hammerstein retains his Manhattan opera 
houge here, which he will probably turn over 
to vaudeville, but his costumes, scenery, and 
all other properties, together with all his con- 
tracts for next season, pass to the Metropoli- 
tan for a cash consideration which with the 
amount paid by Mr. Stotesbury will guaran- 
tee him @ total of $2,000,000. 


Problem Grows More Difficult. 

The statement given out by Mr. Unter- 
myer reade: 

**‘as @ result of four years’ experience. Mr. 
Hammerstein finds that the production of 
opera on the scale on which it hag been bis 
ambition to produce it, has become incréas- 
ingly difficult year by year. ‘The exactions 
of the artists, musicians, and others brought 
about by the rivalry between the two opera 
houses has grown almost beyond control and 
has been the occasion of such advancing 
prices that notwithstanding the generous 
patronage accorded by the public, each of the 


the interest of the operagoing’ pubic that 
these exactions shall be kept within bounds 
unless we Gre to be deprived of opera and 
that the only way to accomplish that purpose 
is to have one opera house instead of two.” 


Optimistic in Last Interview. 

It t@ characteristic that this announce- 
ment should follow unexpectedly to the 
public upon a highly optimistic interview 
given by Hammerstein as he sailed for 
Europe. There was no hint of capitulation 
in his voice then when he said confidently 
otf Mery Garden, who had broken with him, 
“she will come back.” 

Nevertheless there hed been reports, 
emanating from Arthur Hammerstein, his 
gon, that e@ consolidation between the slan- 
hattan and Metropolitan companies weuld 
be effected by which Oscar Hammerstein 
would be given a share in the management 
of the latter. These rumors the Metropoliten 
promptly denied and by the terms of the 
settlement tonight it is not thought Hamamer- 
stein will ever appear again as an impresario. 
When informed today by cable that the 

had been signed he cabled back: 

“T am glad and I am sorry.” 


Prominent Figure as Producer.. 

Hammerstein has beén both a picturesque 
personality and a significant figure in the 
development of opera in America. AB a 
producer of opera in English he gained profit 
and praise in years gone by, but it was not 
until 1006, when he opened the Manhattan 
Opera house with Mme. Neilie Melbe as 
bis leading star that he began to loom 
large on the horizon. The popular support 
accorded the first performance grew’ as 
the season aged. 

The following year Hammerstein sought 
novelties and built up a repertoire in which 
the works of modern French composers pre- 
dominated. Uffenbach’s “Tales of Hof- 
mann,’ De Busay’s “ Pelleag et Melisande,”’ 
Carpentier’s ‘‘ Louise,””’ Massenet’s * Thais,” 
and his “ Le Jonglieur”™” were given their 
tifst American production at the Manhattan. 

Two years ago Hammerstein startied the 
musical garden with Richard Strauss’ “ Ba- 
jome,” with Mary Garden in the title rdle, 
after the MetropoHtan had abandoned it. 


Stotesbury Tells of Plans.

Soars from London to Manches- 
ter, 186 Miles, at Night, 


STEAIS A OOM, RIVAL. 


White Slept a6 Opponent Flew, Thug 


Pallaaal ‘the ‘French aviator, has won the 
London-Manchester ‘aviation race for which 
Lord Northcliffe, publisher of the London 
Times, offered a prize of $50,000. The dis- 
tance is 186 miles and was made in 12 hours 
and 10 minutes, with one stop. 

Paulhan, whose efforta frequently have 
been crowned with victory, in this contest has 
won the greatest aerial race in the history 
of mankind. 

Paulhan reached Manchester at 5:80 o'clock 

this mornthg after a flight marked by spec- 
tacular features. The first unique part of 
the contest came with the French flyer stea)- 
ing a march on his opponent, Graham White, 
an Englishman. The unwitting handicap, 
which gave Paulhan a fifty mile start, was 
the result of White going to sleep yesterday 
under the impression that the race was not 
to be begun unti) this morning. 
Another interesting incident was White's 
endeavor to repay his rival for the snap ac- 
tion In his own coin. Both aviators were 
forced to descend about 8 o’clock last night 
because of the cold and the high wind. White, 
in bis endeavor to regain his lost ground, 
ascended again at the early hour of 2:45 
this morning. 

But his work was in vain. For his rival, 
although he did not reaecend until} 4:00 this 
morning, won the race. 


Paulhan Steals a March. 
Paulhan’s machine arrived in London at ¢ 
o’clock yesterday morning, and.both he and 
White were engaged all forenoon in fitting up 
their aeroplanes. Owing to this work it was 
supposed the start would be deferred until 
today. 

The two aviators had met tn the morning. 
Late in the afternoon White, tired out with 
his work, returned to his hotel and went tc 
sleep, intending to start thie morning. 
Meanwhile spectators were surprised to see 
Paulhan, after trying his engine, bid farewell - 
to his wife and take his seat if his aeroplane. 

Word that the Fretichman’ had started 
spread quickly: Rushing into White's room, 
friends awakened him. White rushed down- 
stairs, jumped into a motor car and made 
for the garage. Within twenty minutes he 
was sailing around the gasometer at Kensai 
Green, in the first stage of the contest, 

News of the race reached the villages along 
the railway, which the aviators followed 
closely. The people gathered everywhere. 
The sun went down and the cloudless sky 
gave the spectators an opportunity to watch 
the aviators ae they passed. 


Thousands See Him Descend.

Chicago Congressman’ ( Obtains Conces- 
sions for Prospective Homestead- 
ers on Indian Reservations, 


Washington, D. C., April 27-—[Special.}— 
As the outcome of the fight made in the 
house today by Representative Sabath of Chi- 
cago, prospective settlers on the Rosebud and 
Standing Rock reservations will not be re- 
quired to make the journey thither in order 
to register for the land drawizgs.
